GC Parking Meter Income In January Sets Record 


Parking meter fees and fines 
collected in Granite City in Jan¬ 
uary totaled $4400, an all-time 
record income for the mrmth of 
January since meters were in¬ 
stalled in 1950. 

Fee collections last month to¬ 
taled $3511 and fines amounted 
to $383, according to a-report by 
Comptroller Robert Stevens. 

Last month’s fee collections 
were the largest for any Jan¬ 
uary since 1957, when $3754 in 
fees was received, but the un¬ 
usually high January collection 
of fines was the largest on 
ord for any January and 


creased tbe total to the highest 
of any January cm record. 

Assessment of meter fines 
were insignificant for many 
years until the beginning of 1966 
when the police department be¬ 
gan a drive on parking meter 
violations. Fine receipts for all 
12 months of 1966 amounted to 
$8454, or approximately 150% 
greater than 1965 fines totaling 
$3611 and considerably larger 
than the $2540 in fines collected 
throughout 1964, and tbe $1787 in 
fines assessed in 1963. 

Last month's total of fines and 
$1482 greater than total 


January collections of a year ago 
when fee income was ^399 and 
fines amounted to $519 for a total 
of $2918. In January a year ago 
meters were operated 25 days in 
January, providing a daily aver¬ 
age meter income of $ 116 . 

Meters also were operated 25 
days last month, providing a 
daily average income of $176. 

January fee receipts of $3511 
higher than the $2399 received in 
January 1966, while last month's 
fines of $888 exceeded those of 
January a year ago by $^. 

Prior to last year, fine collec¬ 
tions customarily were slight.

For Student Teachers

In fact, it could become a 
many-sch^ project because cur¬ 
rently a number of communities 
are showing an interest in joining 
the venture, first begun last 
summer by the SlU department 
of. student teaching at Carbon- 
dale. iLs name is derived from 
the word “miniature” because of 
the small number of teachers and 
pupils that takes part in a school 
stliuiion.

Management Audit 
At Nameoki Urges 
Purchasing Plan

Installation of a purchasing 
system to provide closer ctxiirol 
over expenditures and a s^es 
of minor changes, in operational 
procedure were among recom¬ 
mendations contained in a man¬ 
agement survey and audit pre¬ 
sented to the Nameoki town 
board Monday night. 

The audit-survey was submit¬ 
ted in detail by B. E. Major, 
manager of the St. Louis ac¬ 
counting firm of Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell 5lc Co. which was em¬ 
ployed by the town board at the 
instigation of a citizens group 
that demanded investigation of 
the township's management ac¬ 
tivities be made a part of a fi¬ 
nancial audit. 

The audit-survey report rec¬ 
ommended primarily that: 

1. A system of purchasing be 
established calling tor bids on all 
purchases over a certain maxi¬ 
mum, sealed proposals in other 
cost classifications and verba! 
sales quotations on others. 

2. Approval of all bank recon- ! 
dilations by the t o w n s h i p 1 
supervisor or town board of audi¬ 
tors because a bookeeper han¬ 
dles and records cash receipts 
and maintains all accounting rec¬ 
ords. 

Check Loan Legality 

3. Establishment through the ■ 
town attorney of the legality of 
loaning monies from one fund to 
another. 

4. Payment of travel and other 
expenses to town board mem¬ 
bers and employees under an ex¬ 
pense voucher system rather 
than on the basis of a flat rate. 

5. Preparation of an issuance 
of a monthly report to the town 
board of auditors of all receipts, 
expenditures and balances in all 
town funds. 

6. A petty cash fund be estab¬ 
lished for payment of small 
amounts, to replace writing 
small checks; such a fund to be 
replenished motitlily from the 
town and road and bridge funds. 
All disbursements should be sup¬ 
ported by a voucher slip. 

The audit covered township ex¬ 
penditures for the fiscal year of 
1965-66 up to March 15, 1966. 

The audit report said that “all 
expenditures examined by us 
were all supported by vouchers 
or Invoices except for purchase 
of a Scout Truck at a cost of 
$875.” Supervisor Harry Briggs 
reported that the cost of the 
truck, purchased during the 
emergency need of a truck to 
handle the townships mosquito 
spray equipment, was verified 
by cancelled check and that no 
voucher was available because 
of the emergency nature of the 
purchase. 

Checked Road Cost 

The report said that it had 
gone into the cost of repairing 
and maintaining the township's 
56 miles of roads to determine 
ihe cost per mile. Total' cost, ac¬ 
cording to figures in the audit, 
was fixed at $79,987 for the one- 
year period. On the basis of 56 
miies this fixed the “cost per 
mile” at $1428. 

A check of other townships 
failed to produce a comparitive 
cost “by the mile” but that a 
comparison with county highway 
department figures showed coun¬ 
ty cost at averaging $2245' per 
mile, “for roads of similar con¬ 
struction.”
